Deeming an English Production. 

Deem ing, one might say, is quite a char- 
acteristically British person. In the course of 
his evil career he seems to have handled a 
hundred times more ill-gotten money than 
Ravachol ever saw. He has a distinctly Anglo- 
Saxon turn for finance and large swindling 
operations. His dariing ambition was to pose 
as a wealthy well- born man, which probably is 
the most universally controlling instinct im- 
planted in the jnsular breast.

On the other hand, if he real- 
izes the medieval ‘conception of a ferocious 
and boastful islander, there is some- 
thing striking about the thought 
of him at work in .the darkened cabin 
of Ballard all night, sawing. with a piece of 
broken eyeglass at his heavy mustache and 
pulling out hair by hair what he failed. to cut 
off. One cannot imagine Ravachol subject- 
ing himself to such sustained cruel torture 
even to save his neck. 

Expensive to the Selmemaners. 

Up to the present it is probable that the 
newspapers of England and Australia com- 
bined have paid something like $600,000 of 
cable tolls on account of this phenomenal as- 
sassin.

Loxpox, April 2.—Yesterday Mf. Labou- 
‘ghere made another attempt to extract from 
the government some definite declaration as 
te the date..of the general election, and Mr. 
Balfour made a very careful reply, which 
seemed to aiford little information. but it evi- 
dently conveyed something satisfactory to Mr. 
Gladstone, for that wily old strategist spoke 
honeyed words to Mr. Balfour and advised Mr. 
Labouchere not to press the government any 
further for the present. It has since become 
known that Mr. Gladstone 18 of the opinion 
that Mr. Balfour’s statement contained a virt- 
ual promise to dissolve Parliament before 
August, probably early in the summer, Mr. 
Gladstone’s belief may. be due to inforina- 
tion which has reached him from 
the Tory camp quite as much as to 
the substance of Mr. Balfour’s guarded 
statement in Parliament. A large namber of 
Tory members have recently caused to be 
conveyed to the Ministers through the 
party whips their deep concern at learning 
that there are members of ‘the Cabinet who 
desire to postpone the general election until 
autumn. The memorialists point out that 
such a course would deprive them of their 
customary holiday after an exhausting session 
and would constitute such a strain that many 
of them would be compelled to refrain from 
seeking reélection. They suggest that the dis- 
solution should not be delayed beyond the 
beginning of July, and that the best tume for \ 
the elections, if they cannot take place imme- 
diately after Easter, would be between “the 
hay and the corti harvest,”’ that is to say, at 
the endofJduly. The probabilities at present 
are that an authoritative announcement will 
be ‘made by Mr. Baltour on the 25th of May,

Reduction in French Kailway Fates. 

Americans who propose traveling in France 
will be glad to know that che reduction of 
railway fares to the rates charged before the 
government tax in consequence of the Franco- 
Prussian War was putupon the companies 
came into effect yesterday. The reductions 
made inthe fares for passengersof all the 
French railways are 30 per cent on the pre- 
vious third-c'ass fares, 20 per cent on second- 
class fares, and 10 per cent on first-class fares. 
The knowledge that these réduced fares were 
to be applied on the Ist of April had the effect 
of reducing the ntitiber of passengers very 
considérably during the last few days, but 
from an eariy hour yesterday .morning ‘every 
train «which left Parw was besieged 
by passengers who had postponed their 
jouruey in order to profit: by 
the reduction. ‘The arriving trains also 
steamed into the stations yesterday and today 
with almost every seat occupied. The loss en- 
tailed by these large reductions is of course 
great, but the @@ilway companies look for- 
ward to a great and rapid growth of passen- 
ger traffic and are already making prepara- 
tions for it. The Paris, Lyons and Mediter- 
ranean railway cumpany is building over 500 
new carriages and 100 new engines. ‘The 
Northern, Eastern, Western, and Orleans rail- 
ways are also largely increasing their rolling- 
stock.

MUSIC AND DRAMA IN EUROPE, 


Mascagni's “Amico Fritz”~—Tennyson’s His- 
torical Mistake in “Robin Hood,” _ 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 
Loxpox, April 2.—Mascagni’s ‘*‘ Amico 
_Fritz’”’? was given Wednesday at the Imperial 
Opera-House, Vienna, with indifferent success. 
The optmion of Austrian critics, as of all ex- 
perts who have heard this opera, is that it is in- 
ferior to and will never obtain the popalarity 
of ** Cavalleria Rusticana.”’ 

A historical. tlaw has been discovered in 
Lord Tennyson’s ** Robin Hood ”’ as publistied 
here.

The Firm Voluntarily Seeks Bankruptcy

firm of Irving A. Evans & Co.,.which have 
been the subject of considerable litigation 
and a great deal of notoriety since the young 
head of the establishment commutted suicide, 
are once more brought to the attention of the 
public by the deciared intention of the firm’s 
surviving members to go into insolvency, and 
a petition has been filed in the Middlesex 
County Court with that endin view.

‘The Congressional Committee Waits Upon 
_ Her in the Rand-MecNally Building— 
Objections to Board Meetings— Members 
of the Board of Directors Chosen at. 
| Xesterday’s Election—Bids for Electric 
Lights at Jackson Park—Something 
About the Investigating Committee. 
Mrs. Potter’ Palmer, President of the’ 
Board of Lady Managers, had a session yes- 
terday afternoon with Chairman Dockery’s 
Congressional Investigating committee. The 
Board of Lady Managers has expended up to 
date $47,811, and it wants ta spend $227,574 
between this time and the close of the Expo- 
sition. Chairman Dockery, of course, had to 
investigate Mrs. Palmer’s office like. all the 
\rest of them, but he paid the compliment to 
the President of the board by calling on her 
instead of asking her to cali on him, and the 
inquiry was held in the Rand-McNally build- 


ing. - ; 

Mrs. Palmer made a clear statement of her 
case. She told the Investigating committee 
just how all the money had been expended, 
and why it was necessary to have $227,577 
more, Arrayed ina gown of royal purple, 
she graced the place.of honor at the table of 
the investigators and gave Chairman Dock- 
ery’s committee a great deal of information 
about woman's work which, judging by 
the smiles of approval, was both 
new and pleasing to the commit- 
tee. Each g#member asked questions 
which were promptly answered. And when 
Chairman Dockery ran ‘across an item of 
$6,000 for an exhibit of sulk manufactures con- 
ducted by female operators, which Mrs. 
Palmer wants shown in the Woman’s Build- 
ing in order to indicate the wide field of use- 
ful and profitable employment the sifk indus- 
try would open’ up to American women, and 
the advantage that would result from its en- 
couragement in the United States, he smiled 
good-humoredly and listened tothe arguments 
Mrs. Palmer offered. 

Ihe first query propounded, however, was 
for an explanation of the scope of the work 
the Board of Lady Managers has in view.

The average cost a square foot of. the 
Centennial structures was $.262; and those of 
Paris, $1.80. The Chicago buildings were 
given as follows: Fine Arts, $2.84; Agricul- 
ture, $1.34; Machinery Hail, 1.53; Mines, 
$1.04; Electricity, $1.64; Horticultural, $1.51; 
Manufactures and Liberal Arts, $1.21; Trans- 
portation, $1.50; Woman’s, $1.73; making an. 

The 
Fine Arts Building at Paris cost $3 a square 
foot. 

Mr. Burnham told the committee that the 
Chicago structures would not contain quite as” 
much masonry as those at Paris, but would 
equal them in quantity of iron used, and al- 
together he thought the buildings would be 
constructed more cheaply than thuse at Paris. 
Incidentally the fact was brought out that Mr.

ANCIENT RESERVOIRS IN AFRICA. 


Remains of the 01d System of Roman Irri- 
W orks, + 

Rene de la Blanchere, who has given twelve 
years to the study of Roman antiquities in 
North Afriea, has just made a report to the 
French Scientific: Society on the means®m- 
ployed by the Romans to enable North Africa 
to sustain a very large population. The 
great diffichity was in sustaining the pro- 
ductiveness of the soil on account of the very 


unequal distribution of the rains, the country — 


béing almost wholly without precipitation for 
months every year. In order to remedy the 
inconrenience of the torrential period, when 
the country was flooded, and of the subse- 
quent drought for five months, the Romans 
covered their African provinces with a net- 
work of hydraulic structures. The principle 
which guided the coustruction of these works 
was that the water should not be left to itself, 
but that all should be controlled for the com-

That individual, that 
firm, or that company best equipped against 
present or future debt or obligation is the 
strongest. 

The aggregate amount of insurance i in foree 
is no indication of a company’s strength; 
neither are assets a sign of strength, 

For a company may have $100,000,000 of. 
assets and yet have an equal ‘sam in liabilities 
confrontifig it; it may possess a surplus of 
$20,000,000 and yet that surplus may be sub- 
ject to continual drafts to make good the im- 
pairment of legal reserve five times as large. 

The true test of a company’s strength is not 
the aggregate amount of its business, the size 
of ite assets, or the magnitude of ite surplus, 
but it is the ratio which its assets bear to ita 
liabilities and its resources, 

Surplus. belouging to or held to the credit of 
Tontine policies is a liability and not actual 
surplus, as often stated by Tontine compa- 
nies. 

The surplus is intended to protect the legal 
reserve and not the mortuary fund. The lat- 
ter does not require protection; itis sufficient 
unto itself forthe purpose t¢r which it was 
set aside—towit: the payment of death 
claims. Never has it proved inadequate for 
this purpose. The combined experience of 
over fifty old hae companies in the country 
for forty-seven years has been that the — 
mortality experienced has averaged on! 
per cent of the American a ges table of 
wortality. Even in widespread epidemics 
the general mortality does not reach 90 per 
cent of the American table. 

No “Old Line” Company Has a Failed 
from Excessive Mortality.

The man who buys an endowment simply | 
deposits an amount in the reserve element of 
his prewwium (in addi.ion to the mortality and 
expense elernent), which will equal the face 
of his policy at the end of the endowment 
period, and he agrees to lose the reserve or 
investment portion if hedies, . In other words 
he gives the company ‘a ceftain. amount ot 
money to invest for him each year, and agrees 
to lose it if he dies. This looks like appoint- 
ing an insurance.company “guardian” over 
his financiering abilities. It is surprising how 
} Many menare cramping themselves to pro- 
vide money to pay these exorbitant premiums. 

Again the security is not at all times secure. 

In 1890 a receiver was appointed for the Amer- 
ican Life (a legal reserve company); many 
poli plders who had endowment and life 
poli ‘paid for today have neither their 
money nor insurance. hat.a'‘cry there was 
whea the old Charter Oak failed, and yet only 
this year. the New York Life was put toa 
severe: test. Willi the public continue to 
patronize these institutions calling themselves 
hfe-insurance companies? What isto prevent 
any one of them from meeting the fate of 
those: already numbered among the dead? 
The word insure means prvtect, “make sure.”’ 
Do you.do either by buying policies of these 
huge * banking schemes?” 

Why the Legal Reserve System Is Wrong. 


First, they do not limit their management 
expense in any one instance; that alone is 
fatal, * 

Second, they grade their expense element 
according to the age of a mem er, which is 
unjust. For instance, at the age of 25 thé ex- 
pense is $5.68; at 1 ge, of 40, $8.95; and at 
the age of 60, $22.18. The mortality and re-. 
serve elemént is also graded, which of course 
is essential to paying claims; but it costs no 
more to take care of an vld members’ policy 
than a younger one. 

Then, they pay more to an agent for insur- 
ing an old iwwan than a younger one, when 
they really want young men to cee the com- 
pany healthy and prosperous. For illustra- 
tion, an old member’s premium is necessarily 
larger than a younger one, and the company 
pays the same percentage of the premium to 
an agent, regardless of age, instead of paying 
so much per thousand. Zhis is not only 
wrong, but unwise. 

‘Fourth—A man buying a twenty- -pa 
life for $1,000 at the age of 30, has in his op 
serve element the twentieth year (for which 
the company agrees to give him a paid-up 
policy), a deposit of $466.99,

He ta es the experi- 
ence of thirty American companies and form- 
ulates his plans on actuarial scien¢e — 
results, and - practice, eliminating all theo theo 
which has beeu proven incorrect by practical 
application, while the legal reserve plan is and 
has. een an experiment which has cat 
Wreck and ruin to many companies, and ex- 
cessive cost for protection to those who pur- 
chased insurance. 

An old line premmum is divided into three 
elements. The Reserve element, the mortal- 
ity element, andthe expense element. The 
mortality element is held in trust by the offi- 
cers uf the company, and can.be used at any 
| time to pay claims. The reserve element is 
diso held in trust by the officers, or inves 
by them, and must be made to earn not leas 
than 4 per cent, but the reserve element of a 
premium cannot be used as long as the policy 
1s in foree, but must he held for accumulation 
to cover the legal reserve liability. The ex- 
pense elementis used by the management, 
and is unlimited, and you will find many corn- 
panies taking advantage of this feature, and 
using almost double that which they make the 
public believe they are using in their state- 
ment of the construction of the premium, 

Let us take the American Experience Table 
of Mortality and 44 per cent,:under which 
the largest and most noted companies have

The Fidelity writes the followihg policies at 
the following rates at age 40: 

Life, $1,000 annually, $21.88; twenty-year 
renewable term ; $16.86; ten- year renewable 
term, $15.59; twenty- payment life, $32.97; 
fifteen- _payment life, $38.61; | ten- payment 
life, $50.88. The life policy is ‘paid up at age, 
70, or cash value, $600. The term policies 
participate in profits, and are renewable with- 
out examination (when renewed surplus will 
be retained to reduce cost). The ten, fifteen, 
and twenty payment life policies are non-for- 
feitable after the third year, and have a guar- 
anteed cash value each and every year there- 
after, which is placed in the contract. The 
guaranteed cash value of the twenty-payment 
is $658.99; of the fifteen, $588.19; and of the 
ten, $515. 12.

Form Inferred from Rehavior. 
Wher exposure to heat, moisture, or rough 
has made a bowlmg_ball lose its truth 
of form, a lathe tool is employed to restore 
the wood to exact roundness. The turner,

He sim- 
piy marks a circle around the ball and lets it 
roil along a level floor.

All that he asks is a spec- 
imen of its’ product, then scrutinizing its 
twist of thread, or curve of loop; hé imagines 
exactly-what form of machine would wéave, 
let us say, such and such a piece of ribbon or 
Structure Inferred trom Functfon. 
To fields on investigation mde difficult still 
a similar method is pursued, and, where direct 
testimony is not to be had, circumstantial evi-+ 
cence suggests an explanation or throws out a 
clew. Beyond the range of the most powerful 
microscope, beyond the point where the most 
sensitive photographic plate can secure an 
impression, the physiologist may still extend 
his view. Let us suppose that he isstudying 
the powers of the eye. The laws of optics en- 
able him to explain very clearly how light is 
refracted in its way to the retina. But now 
he comes to the perception of color. Why the 
petals of a rose should give him impressions 
so radically ditferent from those received from 
its leaves is neither explained by any rule of 
optics nor by any discernible part of the eye’s 
structure. An expert mechanic, in looking at 
the work of aloom, can describe the details 
of ita mechanism or the derangements which 
have befallen its wheels and levers, To use 
the language of science he mfers structure 
froir: function. This is precisely what the 
physiologist does when he endeavors to imag- 
ine how the eye is formed so as to be sensitive 
to varieties of color. He attacks the problem 
in reverse, and conceives that in the eye’s 
minute fibers are parts related to each other 
as the strings in “eee or violin, each with 
power to respond to a special stimulation in 
the visible scale. And when he comes upon 
a case of color blindness he is well assured 
that the cones, let us cail them, which 
should be affected ‘by red or green light, 
are so deran as to confuse together the 
impressions $hey receive. Thus a principle 
fruitful of suggestion in workshop and 
laboratory becomes, at last, a finder thought 
enabling him to explain one of the noblest 
human powers, to solye a mystery which at 
first sight would seem inscrutable. It is the 
possession ef such a power as this which im- 
plants the faith that, weak though the hand, 
of man may be, it still can seize and unravel 
every thread in nature’s web, so that at last

BAD AIR AND BAD HEALTH. 

Tux Trteuxk prints this morning the sup- 
stance of an article describing the effects of 
breathing bad air. The subject is one of vital 
interest, and its discussion brings out some 
highly important facts which will be new to 
the general reader. The elimination of car- 
bonic acid gas vy the lungs, arid the danger 
of breathing air that is undialy* charged with 
that product of respiration, have been treated 
of by others, but the point 1s now made that this 
gas is not the only noxious material present 
in air expelled from the lungs. Nor is it the 
most dangerous, unless when present in great 
excess in the atmosphere of a confined place. 
The carbonic &cid gas has been strained out 
from air by artifical processes, and the appar- 
ently purified mixture of oxygen and nitrogen 
is found to be laden with the seeds of disease 
and death. i. 

The relative quantity of this matter which is 
most to be feared and avoided is small. [t aver- 
ages but.about thirty to forty grains per day 
from the adult pair of lungs.: Whether formed 
in the lungs or the products of putrefactive 
decomposition allied to a class of peigons 
known as ptomaines, which are found in the 
system, there can be no doubt as to its deadly 
character. It is the material that gives the 
peculiarly close, unpleasant smeéil which. is 
perceived on leaving the fresh air and enter- 
ing a confined space occupied by human be- 
ings or other animals, and air thus charged 
has been fully proved to be the great cause of 
scrofulous or tubercular diseases. It is the 
home of the disease germs called microzyms. 
They find in it their appropriate nourishment, 
and multiply rapidly in it. Then they enter 
the human body. If the blood is in healthy 
condition they seem to perish, dying for want 
of food. But if at some point the bacilli are 


carried to tissue that is in an unhealthy state 


they obtain there a footing and begin to mul- 
tiply. 

It 18 logical to infer that the total quantity of 
this organic poison thrown off from the sys- 
tem as waste, used up tissue’is much greater 
than thirty or forty grains daily. But if so, 
the larger part is rendered’ innocuous by be- 
ing oxidized in the lungs. If the oxidizing 
process be stopped, or even only impeded, or 
if owing to violent bodily exertion the waste 
matter be thrown off more rapidly than it can 
be oxidized, the system is rapidly poisoned. 
This occurs in the case of drowning, because 
air is cut off from the lungs. It explains the 
labored breathing due to running or other vio- 
lent bodily: effort. The brain is poisoned by 


thé uneliminated matter. The fever patient ” 


suffers in the same way. His tissues-are rap- 
idly wasting under the disintegrating action 
of the disease, and the great difficulty is to get 
rid of the poison fast enough... That difficulty 


| is vastly increased when the patient is shut up 


ina close room. Medieal men now under- 
stand well the value of fresh air m the hospita! 
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appears in the anemic aptiearance of city 
children and of those ‘who follow sedentary © 
| o¢eepations, - The.defectivé ventilation of: 
barracks has killed off many soldiers, and dis-_ 
ease has been found to attack country districts 
where “ improved ” residences have taken the 
places of old ones ‘hat were Supplied with 
‘porous walls and ill-fitting windows. Animals 
furnish the same kind of evidenve. Cows and 
horses both suffer grievously from want of 

ventilation in their stables. Horses seldom or 
“never take cold as a consequence of exposure » 
to low temperatures, but are often made ill by 

being in a stable that is too warm, It is now } 
ascertained that the injurious warmth is due 
to confinement of the air, which causes the 
effete matter thrown off from the skir and 
lungs to be breathed over and over again. 
The old ramshackle stable, full of cracks and 
crevices, is found to bea far healthier place 
| than 'the new building with tight doors and 
windows and an impervious roof, :

SUPERANN UATED PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACH- 
ERS. 

At the last meeting of the School Board one 
of the membiers said that “in justice to the 
school children of today at least 20 per cent 
of the teachers in the public schools ought to 
be dismissed.”” Being questioned about this 
remark the next day he modified it somewhat, 
saying it was “‘ made in the heat of debate,”’ 
and that ‘‘as a rule Chicago teachers were 
well fitted for their vocation, but many of 
them were superannuated and should be pen- 
sioned.” What percentage of the total num- 
ber came under that head he did not say. It 
would be worth while to find out. 

' It was well known before this member said 
anything on the subject that there were teach- 
ers who had outlived their usefulness and 
were unable to instruct children properly. 
‘Their number increases yearly as the schools 
grow, and the question, What shall be dote 
with them? is becommg more urgent and per- 
plexing every day. Duty pulls one way and 
sympathy another. The children are entitled 
to the services of the best teachers. If they 
are handed over to incompetent ones they are 
defrauded of their due. Ifthe inéompetent 
teachers are not set to work and yet allowea 
to draw their salary the children are not in- 
jured, but the taxpayers are saddled with a 
burden which will grow heavier steadily. 

On the other hand, it seems hard to dismiss 
| teachers who have served long and faithfully, 
but who for some reason have laid by hsoth- 
ing, or have nobody to care for them. In a 
private establishment such considerations 
would have little influénce. But when men are 
handling the moneys of others they get much 
more emotional than when they are managing 
| their own. Thus the present School Board 
and previeus ones have allowed teachers to 
remain on the pay-rolls and to have classes, 
though the instruction they gave was worth. 
less and the childrén they taught were 
wronged, because those teachers were de- 
pendent on their pay. 

This practice cannot be kept up forever. 
The tame will come when the number of su- 
perannuated teachers will be too large to: be 
tolerated. And as there always will be those 
who, after years of faithful service, will be 
unfit for further labor, and yet have nothing 
to live on after they cease teaching, it. would 
be well to see whether some arrangement ¢an- 
not be made by which a small portion of the 
pay of each employé shall be sét aside to 
form a pension funa. There are sO many 
teachers now that sucha plan ought to be 
a feasible one, If something of this kind is 
not done the quality of the instruction given 
in the Chicago public schovls will deteriorate 
steadily and justice will not be done to the 
children. 
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CHICAGO FOUNDATIONS. 

The lecture delivered by Gen. William Sooy 
Smith on the building foundations of Chicago 
is a valuable compilation of facts having a 
practical relation to the future development of 
this city. Some ofhis views on the subject 
were presented through Tux Txisune a few 
months ago. His most important statement 
is that while it is the common practice’ of Cpi- 
cago architects to load the soil at the rate of 
3,000 pounds to the square foot, with the result 
of an indefinite amount of settling in following 
years, the load may safely be increased twenty 
to nearly thirty times by piling down to the 
underlying hard pan. He said he knows of no 
instance in which wells or pits have been sunk 
and piles driven in at the bottom of them in 
order to reach the rock orhafd pan. There is, 
however, ong case ofthe kind, though the 
precaution taken in that instance more 
than a quarter of a century ago is not now of 
any use. The foundation ‘for the equatorial 
tower of the old Dearborn Observatory, at 
Thirty-fourth street, a little west of Cottage 
Grove avenue, was constructed on that plan. 
More than a hundred piles were driven down 
to and into thé hard pan, sawed off below the 
water line, and then covered witha bed of 
cement or concrete. 

The lecturer described some of the dangers 
involved in the erection of tall steel structures. 
He said that with each change of tetiperature 
the stee] ehploten expands and contracts, and 
becomes “a creepmg, ctawling thing,” ap- 
parently ‘striving to tear off its clothing, 
especially if exposed to stich heat as 
results from (the burning of great 
quantities of combustible materials, such 
as are stored in a mercantile building, 
or from the occurrence of great heat in an ad-

TAMMANY MONKEY BOODLING. 
The good people of New York are beside 
thethselves with astiOnishment at the latest 
revelation of Tammany rottenness as devel- 
oped in the career of Mr. Conklin, director of

of that delectable” ofganization. It appears 
from the exposure of his operations, which is 
made at some length in the New York Evening 
Post, that the said Conklin for the last two 
years has had a combination with his wife to 
do a paying business in lions, monkeys, ele. 
plants, and old horse meat. He has made a 
good thing out of it, but what percentage he 
has had to pay to Tawimany does not yet ap- 
pear. | 

Mr. Conklin, with the knowledge of Tiam- 
many and the Tammany Park Commissioners, 
has worked his office for all it is worth. Ap- 
parently there would not seem to be many 
openings for dishonesty in the care of a me- 
nagerie, but the story as told by the Post shows 
that his method was simple and business-like. 


The Post says: 
Mr. Conklin's opportunity came to him in Jan- 


uary, 1890, when Miss Eily O'Duffy of Ireland } 
’ them. 


sought him with a letter of introduction and 
asked his advice about investing £800 in cash. 
He advised her at onte to “go into the animal 
business,””’ Miss O' Duffy objected, because “ her 
people were well born and of position in Ireland, 
and people of such position in Ireland did not go 
into the animal business.’’ But Conklin explained 
to her that “things were very different in 
America,”’ and she took his word for it, 

She found,the business very simple. Conklin 
would goto her and say that the Park Depart- 
ment was in need of “horse meat’ for the 
animals. She would buy old horses for from $1 
to S apiece and seil them to Conklin for $36 a 
dozen. Conklin would tell her he needed a 
lioness for the park. She would bay one for $505 
and sell it to the city through Conklin for $700. 
She could not remember how it happened that 
this particular lioness had come threugh the 
custom-house at a valuation of $228. She gradu- 
ally accumulated aceliection of animals, and her 
collection and the city’s collection seem to have 
become iaextricably mixed from an early period 
in her “ animal business.” 


Other points in this revelation are interest- 
ing.

The signs 
on the cars furnish no details as to the course 
of the journey; they name the end of 
it, and then experiment around to see héw 
much territory. they can cover before they get 
there.

making confusion and propagating blasphemy. 
The numbers run up one side of the street and 


ticket, which he hasn’t apparently kept. any 
record of, and you keep it till an inspector 
comes aboard by and by and tears a corner off 
it {which he does not keep); then you throw 
the ticket away and get ready to buy another. 
Brains are-of no value when you are trying to 
navigate Berlin in a horse-war, When the 
ablest of Brooklyn’s. editors was hereon a 
visit he took a horse-car in the early morning 
and wore it out jp Pg get toa point in the 
center of the city. e wason board all day 
and spent many dallars in fares, and then did 
not arrive at the place which he had started 
to gato. This isthe most thorough way to 
see Berlin, but it is also the most expensive. 
But there are excellent features about the 
car system, nevertheless. The car will not. 
stop for you to get on or off except at certain 
places a block or two apart, where there isa 
sign to indicate that that is a halting station. 
This system saves many bones, There are 
twenty places inside the car; when these seats 
are filled ho more can enter. Four or five 
persons may stand on each platform—the law 
decrees the number—and when these standing 
places ar¢ all occupied the next applicant 1s 
refused. (As there is no crowding and as no 
rowdyism w allowed women stand on the 
platforms as wellas men. They often stand 
there wheh there are vacant seats inside, for 
these places are com fortabie, there being little 
or no joltmg. A native tells me that when the 
first car was put on, thirty or forty years ago, 
the public had such a terror of it that they 
didn’t feel safe inside of it or outside either. 
They made the company keep a man at every 
crossing with a red flag in his hand. Nobody 
would travel in the car except convicts on the 
way tothe gallows. This made business in 
only one direction and the car had to go back 
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lightt To save the company the city govern- 
ment transferred the convict cemetery to the 
other.end of the line. This made traffic in 
both directions and kept the company from 
going under. This sounds like some of the 
information which traveling. foreigners are 
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furnished with in Arserion ‘fo my mind it 
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The first-class cab is neatand trim and has 
leather-cushioned seats and a swift horse. The 
second-class cab is an ugly and lubberly ve- 
hicle, and 1s always old, Itseems a strange 
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‘thing that they have never built any new ones. 


Still, if such a thing were done everybody that 
had time to flock would flock to 
see it, and that. would make a 
crowd, and the police do not like 
crowds and disorder here. If there were an 
earthquake in Berlin the police would take 
charge of it and conduct it in that.sort of or- 
derly way that would make-you think it was a 
prayer meeting. That is tan earthquake 
generally ends in, but this one would be dif- 
ferent from those others; it would be kind of 
soft and self-contained, like a. Republican 
praying for a mugwump. 

For a course (a quarter of an hour or less) 
one pays 26 cents in a first-class cab and 15 
cents iv a second .class. The first class will 
take you along taster, for the second class 
horse is old—always old, as old as his cab, 
some authorities suy—and ill-fed and weak. 
He has been a first class once, but has been 
degraded to second class for long and faithful 
service, 

Still, he must take you as far for 15 cents as 
the other horse takes you for 25. If he can’t 
do his fifteen-minute distance in fifteen min- 
utes he must still do the distance for 15 cents. 
Any stranger can check the distance off—by 
means of the most curidas map I am’ ac- 
quainted with. It 1s issuéd by the city gov- 
ernment, and can be bought in any shop for 
a trifle. In it every street is seetioned off like 
a string of long beads @f different colors, 
Each long bead represents a minute’s travel, 
and when you have covered fifteen. of the 
beads you have got your mdoney’s worth. 
This map of Berlin is. a gay-colored. maze, 
and looks like pictures of the circulation of 
the blood. 

The streets are very clean, They are kept 
so—not by prayer and talk and the other New 
York methods, but by daily and hourly work 
with scrapers aud brooms; and when an as- 
phalted street has been tidly scraped after a 
rain or a light snowfall they scatter clean 
sand over it. This saves some of the horses 
from falling down. In fuct this is a city gov- 
ernment which seems to stop at no expense 
where the public convenience, comfort, and 
health are concerned—except in one detail. 


That is, the naming of the streets and the 


numbering of the houses. Sometimes the 
name of a street will change in the middle of 
a block. You will not find it out till you get 
to the next corner and diseover the new name 
on the wall, and of course you don’t know just 
when the change happen¢ 

The names are plainly tharhed on the cor- 
ners—on all the-cormers—there are no excep- 


tions.

He struck one 
boat with his head and drove her under stern 
first, and then chewed her up.

We.all know the wonderfully re- 
storing effect that hill air, with its ozone, 
has upon us after a season of town life 
showing how the poison has depressed 
our functions and the pure, 
air has restored energy. The authorities tell 
of better work, more energy and more appe- 
tite, when air is’ introduced into previously 
unhealthy work rooms. The defective venti- 
lation of barracks has killed off many soldiers, 
and disease has been found to attack coun- 
try districts for the first time where houses 
had been “improved” and the ventilation 
which used to take place through porous walls 
and poorly fitting windows was thus done 
away with. Animals furnish the same evi- 
dence, Cows and horses both suffer grieyous- 
ly from want of ventilation in their -stables; 
and cattle, though they require warmth for 
fattening, still pat on flesh better in a colder 
but well-ventilated place than in a warmer 
place which is unventilated. : So Also Parkes 
tells us about the French cavalry. Before 1836 
the mortality among the horses varied from 
180 to 197 per 1,000 perannum. With the en- 
largement of the stables and increased quan- 
tity of air the loss was reduced to 68 per 1,000, 
and finally to 2844 per 1,000, and of officers’ 
horses to 20. It has long since been observed 
that, while horses seldom or never take cold 
through being exposed to cold, they are often 
made ill by being too warm. We now know 
itis not the warmth that injures them ; it is 
the impure air in the badly ventilated stable. 
For this reason old ramshackle stables, full 
of eracks and crevices, are healthier than 
brand-new buildings with tight doors and win- 
dows and impervious roofs. 

Authorities are quoted to support the theory 
that consumption is communicable in foul 
air and non-communicable iu’ good air. Fur- 
ther, that although the bacterial forms of life 
all originally come from the open air they 
multiply in the hu:nan body when they have 
effected an entrance, and discover their proper 
food in the.organic poison which is poured 
out from our lungs and skin. If the blood is 
in healthy ordér they seem to perish, dying 
for want of food. But if at some point they 
are carried to tissue that is in an unhealthy 
condition they obtain there a footing and be- 
gin to multiply. Hence, in cases of infection, 
it may be inferred that the bacillus (a form 
of bacteria) which conveys the disease re- 
tains its virulence more in foul air than in 
pure air, and is thus better able to make a 
odgment in the human system. 


PREVALENCE OF SPINAL CURVATURES. 


Important Advice to Mothers, 

Bad habits of posture are usually acquired 
through weakness and thus give rise to spinal de- 
formities. Shortness of one leg, resulting in pel- 
vic obliquity, as well as hereditary tendency, are 
also causes of curvature of the spme. In the 
earlier stages such deformity does not injuriously 
affect the general health, but later on, by com- 
pressing the (viscera) ofgans of the chest and ab- 
domen, the functions of the same become serious- 
ly deranged. It is strange how far this deformity 
will often develop in children before being de- 
tected, and Sweden may teach a _  iesson 
im this respect. In Stockholm children 
are always subjected to physical inspection 
by a government physician and if any deformity 
is apparent, they are subjected to a scientific 
course of Swedish movements at the Royai Cen- 
tral Institute. Plaster paris jackets and braces, 
which are known to undermine the health by in- 
terfering with digestion and respirauon without 
alleviating the trouble, have been discarded in 
that country as worse than useless, These chil- 
dren while under treatment, must also rigidly 
refrain from regular physical exercises practiced 
by the pupils of all scnools in that country. This 
teaches a lesson. While in its early 
stages spinal curvature can be 
easily and surely removed by adequate 
methods, the trouble is often only aggravated by 
Americans who in the hope of removing the evil 
resort to general gymnastics and calisthenics. I 
merely mention these few facts in the hope of in- 
ducing mothers and the family physician to be 
more vigilant, it resting with them to protect the 
youths in their charge from a grave afiliction by 
devecting any curvature of the spine in the very 
beginning, ahd promptly placing the patient 
under the care of a cempetent scientific operator.

TROPIC AND SEMI-TROPIC FRUITS. ({ 


Florida Ahead of California—Bearing Trees 
of the Two States. 
In the recent census the government made 


. its first’ special investigation concerning the 


production of tropic and semi-tropic fruits 
and nuts in the United .States. Census Bulle- 
tin No. 161, just issued, embodies the result of 
this investigation. J. H. Hale, the special 
agent who performed the work. says: 

In all these investigations it has been found 
that the at march of progress moving in ig 
lines of industry has not left these behind: 

. fact, so rapid is now the increase in citrus fruit 
planti and so favorable are the conditions, 
especially in California, that there are many 
well informed in the business who believe that 
within another decade the United States will no 
only produce its fullsupply of citrus fruits, bu 
also export them quite largely. 

The acreage of oranges, as a matter of course, 
eiceods that of all the other products, yet the 

sibilities of pineapple culture on the southeast 
coast of Florida and for 100 miles north of Key 
West, on the Gulf coast, are such as to give 
promise of a very ‘cite a and profitable extension 
of the culture of this delicious fruit.

The Florida figures, showing a still greater _ 

rtion of non-bearing to bearing fruit trees than 
é those of California, are somewhat misleading, 
if from them is made the deduction that there is 
a greater increase of planting in Florida than in 


’ California, for, as a matter of fact, it is just the 


reverse. For a few years previous to the hard 
freeze of 1886, which did such great injury to the 
orange groves of Florida, ~ aor was an enormous 
planting of young orange trees, while since that 
time there has been very little. Therefore most 
of the. non-bearing trees reported have been 
planted five or cag mye while the reverse is 
true pf ( ‘alifornia st of the orange trees in 
that State reported as non-bearing have been, 
planted since 1886, and very many of them during 
the census year. 

Arizona makes quite a showing of young orange 
trees, che mere beginning of a new no yepers | there, 
where soil and climate seem well adapted to the 
porfect development of citrus fruits, and with an" 
abundance of water for irrigation the develop- 
ment is likely to be rapid. In November, 1890, the 
special agent found in ‘the Salt River Vv alley 
preparations being made to plant more than 1,000 
acres of oranges a akson within fifteen miles of the 
City of Phoenix, and was told that the planting 
would soon begin in other sections on equally as 
large a scale, thus developing still another great 
“ orange belt." How ever, the time of ripening of 
the fruit'in the different “‘ belts’’ is such_as not 
to materially interfere with each other. Florida 
and Louisiana begin harvesting their cropa the 
last of October or early in November, Northern 
California and Arizona in December and January, 
while Southern California comes in February and 
March and continues well! into the summer.

the world for grain.”’ Sir Charlies added a 
mysterious threat which was heard with a 
thrill of satisfaction, declaring that “it would 
not belong before the people of the Dominion 
would shorv their loyalty to the pnbemeity of 
the Britira empire by striking the United 
_ States-a vital blow.”’ 

These views, intended for British consump- 
ton, will interest the people in Washington, 
who at che outset received the bogus Cana- 
dian Commissioners with considerable com- 
placency. Weare not worried by the exultant 
terms in which Sir Charles Tupper vaunts 
the damage already inflicted on American 
seaports, nor by the sinister. threat of worse 
injury to come.’ It is not in the power of 
Canada, by any policy conceived or carried 
out at Ottawa; to impair the commercial 
ascendency of the City of New York a 
this continent’ That power is vésted solely 
in the Congress of the United States, 
and we regret to say that it is ex- 


ercised when Congress refuses to en- | 


force the provisions of the Inter-State 
Railway act against the Canadian Pacitic 
railway. Itis that corporation which con- 
tributes the sinews of war to the Canadian 
Tories, of whom Sir Charles Supper is the

" TRON BUSINESS OF THE SOUTH. 


The Situation Not Se Bad as Has 
Represented. 

Montcomery, Ala., March 20.—‘“‘A recent 
publication to the effect that 100,000 tons of 
pig-iron were stacked up in Alabama to await 
better prices is a mistake,’”’ said a prominent 
business-man of the State today. ‘* The in- 
dustrial situation,’”’ he continues, “is not all 
that could be demred, but it is far from being 
what such a publication: would indicate. In 
the Birmingham district there are twenty-six 
furnaces, and any statement of shut-down or 
diminution of output bemgin contemplation 
is untrue. 

** Some of the irommakers have reduced the 
rate of wages 10 per cent, from Presidents 
down, and all have it in contemplation to do 
the same. This is done to meet the reduction 
of wages made recently in the Pittsburg and 
Pennsylvania zegion. While the advanta 
for making iron cheap are with the Alabama 
makers, they cannot, of course, afford to pay 
higher wages than are paid in other portions 
of the sountry and sell at the greatly lower rate 
at which they yo ut their iron on the market. 
That they can ower and still make a profit 
ia a fact so welifestablished as to have long 
since passed out of the field of discussion. It is 
adtnitted on all sides. The location of the ma- 
terial used is such as to readily furnish the 
reason for this cheapness as compared with 
rivals elsewhere. ining of iron and coal is 
much less difficult and expensive, and the 
limestone is easily obtainable at short 
distance. All these things are in easy 
reach of each other, and of the furnaces, and 
require very short hauling. 

**All the furnaces. in the Birmingham dis- 
trict, with three exceptions, are in blast. One 
of these is in the han @ receiver and has 
been for mofe than & year, not because of loss 
in operating, but to settle disputed claims and 
ownership of stockholders. The two others 
have shut down for repairs only, and will re- 
The twen- 
ty-three others are in full blast, and turn out 
at least 2,500 tons perday. Notwithstanding 
this yield not over 50,000 tons are piled up, 
and this can be sold at ‘prevailing prices with- 
out a dollar of loss. The amount in stock rep- 
resents not over twenty da _— yield out of 366, 
and of course isa mere drop in the bucket 
compared with the total output of twelve 
months. The Alabamairon makers can con- 
tinue their work at some profit long after all 
other furnaces cease to make money or sell at 
losing tates. Every iniprovement known to 
the trade has been put into the furnaces b 1ilt 
in the last few years in the State, and they are 
equal to any to be found anywhere else in the 
world. 

What is known as the Anniston District is 
made up mostly of charcoal furnaces, There 
are nineteen furnaces in that territory. Five 
of them are out of blast, one never having 
been operated in con ence of legal com- 
pheations. The total capacity of those at 
work is about 1,400 tons per day, and the ship- 
ments are going on all the time to all parts of 
the country. There is practically no stock 
piled up from these furnaces, and, no present 
likelihood that there will be any. 

“The blowing in of a furnace at Florence, 
in the northwestern part of the State, is ex- 
ponet in afew days. This place is on the 

ennessee River, at the foot of the Muscle 
Shoals, boats easily reaching it during almost 
any season of the year. These boats go di- 
rect to Pittsburg, St. Louis, and New Orleans 
and all intermediate points, thus reaching 
great iron markets without touching any line 
of railroad and securing the benefit of au un- 
broken haul and reduced transportation rates. 
Sheffield, which is just across the same river 
from Florence, has the saine advantage in the 
matter of cheap transportation, and when 
connected with that 
city, and nowin negotiation, are completed 
her furnaces will attract still) greate: atten- 
tion. They'are among the largest and finest 
in the country, The new Florence furnace 
has been built by Philadelphia men and 
money, and they are not likely to make a mis- 
take as to locating their property. They have 
seen enough of iron regions and transporta- 
tion facilities to know a good thing when it 
comes in sight.”’

Vegetable Springs. 

One of the most curious developments of com- 
mercial enterprise and industrial ingenuity re- 
cently exhibited is the importation into this coun- 
try of a peculiar vegetable material from Oran, 
an Algerian seaport on the Mediterranean Sea. 
The, fiber of this substance possesses the quality 
of being so elastic that it can be used 
as a substitute for springs and the 
like, in manufacture of furni- 
ture backs and seats; “dt is so expansive, 
indeed, and so easily affected by higher temper- 
atures inits dry state, that, when packed, the 
bales have to be beld in ‘place by means o heavy 
steel bands. The peculiarity of this grass is that 
it thrives only around the volcanic siopes of Oran 
and flourishes up to within ashort distance of the # 
craters themselves-—the latter being always ina 
semi-active state, and the earth around so warm 
that not a plent of any kind can thrive oris ever 
seen to grow except this steel-like product, and 
the practical value of which is likely to be fully 
utilized in future.
